Follows It Up With a Strong Speech 


In Support of an Increase—Employ- 
ers as Stoutly Combat the Conten* 
tlons of tho President—Synopsis of 
What Was Said by Each Side. 
Indianapolis, Feb. 1.—The miners, 


through President Mitchell, presented 
to the joint conference now in cession 
their demand for au increase in pay 
and for correcting abuses in a formal 
way and they were discusced at some 
length in open convention. Even in 
this short debate the issues were 
clearly joined between the miners and 
operators. The scale committee, which 
will have to take up the discussion of 
the demands, was also appointed. Tho 
convention was organized permanently 
by the selection of G. W. Traer of Chi- 
cago as chairman. 


President Mitchell submitted the 


formal demand of the miners, which 
was as follows: That there he a gen- 
eral advance of 10 per cent on prices; 
that an absolute run-of-mine system 
be adopted for all mines in the com- 
petitive field; that there be a uniform 
scale for all outside day labor and 
eight hours shall constitute a day's 
work; that there be a straight differ- 
ential of 7 cents per ton between pick 
and machine mining; that all drivers' 
wages be advanced to $2.25 per day 
and 10 per cent added; that no clause 
be inserted in any contract or joint 
agreement requiring the employes to 
purchase powder from their employ- 
ers; 
that the check-off system be 


adopted and agreed to ia all the com- 
petitive districts. 


President Mitchell took the floor in 


support of the demands of the miners. 
The miners wers asking the 10 per 
cent advance, he said, because prices 
of coal are uniformly better now than 
ever before. The goyernmeii\coal re- 
ports, he said, show thatx during the 
year substantial increase was made by 
the operators; also ttiat there was an 
increase in the production. They ask 
for the fiat differential because th^ 
present arrangement is so unfair that 
it can not be defended. For the ran- 
of-mine system, he said, it is the only 
honest way of paying the miters. By 
the screen method only two-thirds of 
the coal mined is paid for. 


Mr. Bobbins opposed the new scale. 


lie said Mr. Mitchell based his claim 
for an advance on the ground ths»t 
prices of coal had advanced. As a 
matter of fact, he declared, prices 
have decreased. He berated the min- 
ers for not making greater efforts to 
organize West Virginia, saying no rea! 
effort had been made to do so. Mr. 
Bobbins declared: "You can never 
hope to accomplish what you^asfc for. 
This scale is nonsense; it is non-sense 
to expect it You don't; you can't ex- 
pect it, in the face of the facts.'' 


John P. Reese said the miners have 


tried to gei down to business. Last 
year they presented 17 demands to 
the operators; this year they asked 
for only seven changes. W. S. Bogle 
supported Mr. Robbins in. opposing the 
scale. He declared the operators of 
the central states are having a hard 
time to cr-apete with West Virginia 
operators. The tonnage ia every state 
hut West Virginia d^creas«d during 
the last, year, he declared. 


Vice President Lewis of the miners 


held that if the run-of-mine system 
were established, it TV on— put all the 
operators on the same footing.
